New York, March 3.— A confession 
of their part in an anarchistic plot 
involving the assassination of Andrew 
Carnegie, Cornelius Vanderbilt, .lohn 
D. Rockefeller and other wealthy men, 
and the organization of a reign of ter* 
ror and looting In this city is said by 
the jAollce to have been made by Prank 
Arbano, who was arrested following 
bis attempt to wreck St. Peter’s ca­ 
thedral with bombs, and Charles Car­ 
bone, eighteen years old, who was ar­ 
rested later as an accomplice. 
The men arrested, however, assum­ 
ed all responsibility, denying that any­ 
one else was involved. 
When arraign­ 
ed they were held without bail for 
examination Thursday. 
The plans of the conspirators mis­ 
carried because a young policeman, 
Kmelio Polignani, joined in the plot 
as an avowed anarchist and for sev­ 
eral weeks kept the police informed 
of the movements of his companions. 
Polignani was arrested in the cathe­ 
dral 
with the men v ho placed the 
bomb, but this was ‘only in ac-*ord- 
are e with the prearranged plan of his 
superiors. 
Through the clever replies of Polig­ 
nani. w ho assumed the role of a surl\ 
prisoner, Arbano was led into making 
his confession, according to the police, 
und later Carbone is said to have cor­ 
roborated his partner's story. • 
Arbano’s story to the jiolice was de­ 
scribed later by officers as follows; 
" I was in this job, but never in any 
other, 
1 put those bombs in there. 
I 
had been told that Archbishop Corri­ 
gan and Archbishop Hughes and other 
big men in the church were buried 
under the floor where T put the bombs 
and it was m> hope that the explo­ 
sion would open their graves. 


Carefully Studied Anarchy. 


"About five years ago I began to 
study anarchy. 
That, I decided, was 
the 
proper 
means 
of 
settling 
the 
wrongs of the people. 
This was a 
terrible 
winter for the poor. 
Our 
group deckied to do something. 
‘ W e decided to open a campaign 
against the Catholic and Protestant 
churches, then to terrorize and per­ 
haps destroy the homes of ihe llo« ke- 
fellers, 
Carnegie 
ahd some of 
the 
anderbilts, and. finally, when we had 
the city 
terrorized, 
to in\ade 
the 
banks at the head of an army of the 
poor and help ourselves to the hoards 
of the rich. 
"W e fixed on St. Patrick's cathedral 
as the place to ^-tart because St is the 
biggest Catholic church and our dem­ 
onstration 
there 
would 
attract 
so 
much attention. 
Carbone was select­ 
ed to make the bomb and he brought 
the material uptown. 
He made the bomb according to 
directions in a book printed in Italian 
and 
circulated 
by 
the 
anarchists. 
This book tells how to make bombs, 
how to place them and how to get 
away.** 
. 
Abarno insisted he had no part in 
the bomb explosions of last fall in 
St. Patrick's cathedral and in front 
of St. Alphonsus church. 
It was after 
these occurred that Police Commis­ 
sioner Woods decided to make a de­ 
termined effort to run down those re­ 
sponsible for bomb outrages.

Severe Fighting Occurs Along 


the Eastern Front. 


London,

Russian 
armies now are engaged in battles 
along 
virtually 
the 
whole 
Eastern 
front. 
In North Poland, having !>.*en 
enabled by large reinforcementr to re 
mime tin* offensive, they «lowly are 
pushing the Germans back to the Fast 
Prussian frontier. 
In the Carpathians 
and 
in 
Eastern 
Galicia 
they have 
been engaged for several days in re­ 
sisting fierce and repeated attacks by 
the Austrian«. 
Except in front of the fortress of 
Ossowetz, which they still are bom­ 
barding with their heavy guns, the 
Germans, according to tlje Russian of­ 
ficial reports, have turned their backs 
upon the Russian railways— ttielr first 
objective when 
they emerged 
from 
East Prussia on the heels of the re­ 
treating Russians a short time ago. 
In some places, however, they are 
prosecuting stubborn rear guard ar 
tions. which have led to close and 
severe fighting.

The plans of the conspirators mis­ 
carried because a young policeman, 
Fmelio Polignani, joined in the plot 
as an avowed anarchist and for sev­ 
eral weeks kept the police informed 
of the movements of his companions. 
Folignanl was arrested in the cathe­ 
dral with tile men who placed the 
bomb, but this was only in accord­ 
ance with the prearranged plan of his 
superiors. 
Through the clever replies of I’olig- 
nani. who assumed the role of a surly 
prisoner, Arbano was led into making 
his confession, according to the police,

DANGER SIGNALS. 


R«d Is Us«d Because It Is the Moat 
Effect i vo Color. 
Bed Is the color universally used a* 
a danger signal because it run 1ms se»*u 
farther than any other color. It is nl*o 
the color flint “attracts attention, ex­ 
cites curiosity and arouses to action," 
as William Churchill said in an ad­ 
dress before the lllumluntlng Engi­ 
neering soeli ty. 
Green, the complementary of red, is 
seen almost as far as red, but green 1* 
the color of which nature makes lavish 
use, and therefore a green.signal is 
less easily recognized than a red, lie 
cause the former may easily 1m» taken 
for a part of the background, while the 
latter always contrasts vividly with 
the background. 
So green has been 
used for a clear or a cautionary signal. 
At night especially red is used as a 
danger signal, led lanterns being plac­ 
ed on torn up streets and obstructions, 
red tail lights being used for motor- 
ears, red lamps to indicate fire exits in 
theaters, factories Mud hotels and more 
recently to mark dangerous parts of 
machinery, high current wires and oth 
er danger spots. 
In Mr. Churchill’s address, os quoted 
by the Scientific American, he guve 
the effective range of the several col­ 
ored lights recognized by the Railway 
Signal 
association 
under 
ordinary 
weather conditions, as follows: Bod, 
three to three and one-half miles; yel­ 
low, one to one and one-half miles; 
green, two and one-half to three miles 
bine, one-half to three-quarters of a 
mile; purple, one-half to three-quarters 
of a mile; lunar white, two to two and 
one-half miles. 
Red, no matter how distant, never 
ceases to look red. This 1« not true of 
any other color, tbougti a good green 
fairly approximates It. 
Yellow light is visiblo much farther 
than the distance at which Its color 
can be distinguished and is eanily mis­ 
taken for a “neighborhood light”—that 
In a house, for instance. 
Lunar white—a pale bluish white— 
has come into use as a “clear“ Indies 
tion for «witches on many railroads. 
It can be recognized at greater dis­ 
tances than yellow and is not so easily 
mistaken for “neighborhood lights.”

Red I* Used Because It Is the Most 
Effective Color. 
Red Is the color universally used as 
a danger signal because it eau La* seen 
farther than any ct lier color, it is also 
the color flint “attracts attention, ex­ 
cite* curiosity and arouses to action," 
as William Churchill said in nu nd 
dress before the illuminating Engi­ 
neering society. 
Green, the complementary of red. Is 
soon almost as far a* red, but green is 
the color of which nature makes lavish 
use, and therefore a g re e n .signal is 
less easily recognized than a red, tie 
cause the former limy easily lie taken 
for a part of the background, while the 
latter always contrasts vividly with 
the background. 
So green lins lx*en 
used for a clear or a cautionary signal. 
At night especially red is used as a 
danger signal, red lanterns being plac­ 
ed on torn up streets and obstructions, 
re<l tail lights being used for motor­ 
cars, red lamps to indicate fire exits in 
theaters, factories and hotels aud more 
recently to mark dangerous parts of 
machinery, high current wires aud o th ­ 
er danger spots. 
In Mr. Churchill’s address, as quoted 
by tile Helen title American, he gave 
the effective range of the several col­ 
ored lights recognized by Hie Railway 
j Hignal 
association 
under 
ordinary 
w eather conditions, as follows: Red, 
three to three and one half miles; yel­ 
low, one to one and one-half miles; 
green, two and one half to three miles; 
blue, one-half to th re e q u arte rs of a 
mile; purple, one-half to three-quarters 
of a mile; lunar white, two to two aud 
one-half miles. 
Red, no m atter how distant, never 
ceases to look red. This is not true of 
any other color, though a good green 
fairly approxim ates IL 
Yellow light is visible much farther 
than Hie distance a t which its color 
can be distinguished and Is easily mis­ 
taken for a “neighborhood light”—that 
in a house, for instance. 
Lunar w hite—a pale bluish w h ite - 
has come Into use as a “clear’’ indica­ 
tion for sw itches on many railroads, 
It can I* recognised at g r a t e r dis­ 
tance* than yellow' and is not so easily 
mistaken for “neighborhood lights.”

Hoffman 
House 
was 
erected on p art pf this alto in 1804. 
For Ii i lf a century, In which it lins un 
dergone various chang©*, it lins been 
(Ole of tile most popular and fa moils 
hostelries in th© city. 
Tile immed'nto success of the hotel 
I(m1 to frequent additions, so th a t up 
to a few years ago the Hoffman House, 
with the old Albemarle, lntely Includ 
cd, occupied all of the Broadway front 
age. 
In Its l>est days tho hotel vied with 
the Fifth Avenue as great political 
headquarters. 
The Fifth Avenue was 
the rendezvous fo r the Republicans 
and the Democrats made the Iloffmni 
House their home.

Until Ids retirem ent in 1807 lie 
was chief In tin* m anagem ent of the 
hotel. 
It was there lie Improved Ids 
acquaintance with Grover Cleveland, 
and It w as Mr. Cleveland, os president, 
who restored him to citizenship.

It was while Mr. Stokes wns mon 
ager that the barroom of the house on 
the Tw enty-fourth street side acquired 
fame.

The Jersey City library has done 
much ew'ellont w«>rk in the m a tte r of 
Instruction In lo«*al civics, and the com­

graphs on tin» subject Is one of the 
nu*«t Interesting features of the work. 
Many thousands <*f these publications 
have been printed and distributed by 
the library. 
They are used In the 
schools as textbooks and for supple 
m entary readings an«l have been of 
great assistance to teachers.

Tho cleanliness of our streets depends 
upon conditions Inherent in tin* spirit 
of the jH'onle, the character and plan­ 
ning scheme upon which (he com muni­ 
ty has been developed aud the method 
of administering tin* laws aud ordi­ 
nances al Die com mand of the govern­ 
mental agencies in charge of their en­ 
forcement. A street cleaning budget is 
therefore a false index of the character 
and am ount ot cleaning that is tieing 
done iii tile com m unity and completely 
fails to convey a true conception of the 
actual cleanliness that prevails Iii such 
a community.
